of Dr. Gaston’s companies. 
stemmed from his desire to 
fill the needs of the Black 
community.

Civil Rights Commission 
Resolves Cases Of $1.5 
Million, Director Says 


The Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission has _ resolved 
nearly $1.5 million worth of 
discrimination 
since-tast duly 1; according 
to figures recently released 


“by the agency: 


The figures tallied from 
monthly benefits reports 
from July 1, 1978 through 
Feb. 1979, indicates that 
OCRC yielded $310,000 in 
backpay, and obtained 
over $1 million in frontpay 
awards. 

The amounts surpass all 
other benefits 
during any comparable 
eight-month period 
throughout_the__Com- 
mission's 20-year history, 
according to Director Ellis 
Ross. 

Among ithe 500 plus 
beneficiaries during ihis 
time, 120 were reinstated 
(having charged unlawful 
dismissal), promoted 
(charged unlawful failure 
to promote), or newly hired 
(unlawful ‘failure to hire), 
Ross said. _ 

An example of one such 
resolution was a factory 
employee being reinstated 
at_a salary of $15,000 per 
year. Howéver, Ross, said, 
similar remedies have been 
obtained from government 
agencies, retailers, service 
industries, as well as from 
large indusiry. 

The total annualized 
Salaries and salary in- 
creases exceeds $1 million 
statewide, Ross said. On a 
regional level, the 
Southeasi office in Colum- 
bus obtained. $427,277 for 
42 parities in this category. 
he said. 

Ross said backpay 
awards consists of wages 
lost as a result of an act of 
discrimination. The

$1 Per Gallon, Top 
Sohio Official Says 


There is a_ distinct 
possibility of Ohioan 
paying up to $1 per-gallon 


for gasoline in thenear 
future, a top official of 
Standard Oil Co., 


acknowledged Tuesday at 
a Media Forum luncheon 


‘at the Columbus Athletic 


Club. ° 

Robert G. Griffin, Vice 
president of Marketing for 
Standard Oil (Ohio) said 
with the soaring price of 
crude oil, he would not 
rule out the possibility of 
consumers paying $1 per 
galion by 1981. 

Noting that gasoline is 
already selling at up to 83 
cents. per gallon, Griffin 
told the informal forum that 
“we are playing. a numbers 
game" in which only 17 
cents more would be 
required to reach the $1 
per gallon mark. 

Griffin also pointed out 
that asoline in most 


foreign countries has been 
selling for as much as $250 
per gallon for sometime. 
However, he said people in 
these countries have tur- 
ned to compact cars to 
cope with the situation. 
He was not optimistic 
about the success of the 
new Gasohol as a means 
of stretching gasoline. He 
said about 93. percent 
gasoline is required to run 
a car on the gasohol ad- 
ditives.

Somehow, the idea is gaining currency that 
the urban crisis is over and that. the cities are 
climbinig back to economic and fiscal health. 
It would be nice if that were true -- but it isn't. 

Sure, some cities are doing well. But they 
are generally Sunbelt cities in stages of rapid 
growth and never considered part of the 


“urban crisis.” The older, larger cities that, 
constituted the: core of the Urban, problem 
however, are still in bad shape. 

To counter the myth of the end of the urban 
crisis, the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development_has issued a study that proves 
the 1970's were devastating for big cities. They 


lost population, income, and jobs. The reces- - 


sion knocked them down, and in this recovery 
period they've been slow to come back. 

The gap between central cities and their 
suburbs is widening. In every region of the 
country, job growth in the suburbs is faster 
than in the central cities. And central cities in 


‘the northeast and midwest are losing jobs. 


At the start of the decade central city 
incomes, were, on average. higher than the 
national median. Now they lag behind the 
national- averages and the income gap 
between cities and their suburbs is widening.

As to the South, segregation and dis- 
crimination have lessened to such an 
extent that there is more freedom there 
now than ever enjoyed by our people in

Black mayors and Black sheriffs rule cit> 
ies and counties where the Klan and mob- 
bist held sway a few years ago. The 
legisiatures in every southern state have 
Black members. At the city and county 
levels, too, Black elected officials are 


holding office. 
The Black church, once plagued with 


mortgages, is less encumbered with debt 
than ever before. Its affairs are ministered 
by more, better trained clergymen than 
heretofore dreamed of. 

The Black Press, long limited to the 
northern states and starved for advertis- 
ing, now flourishes in every state, sup- 
ported by both Black* and White 
advertisers, The voice of the Negro was 
never more freerer to speak out on issues 
of Civil rights. 

With all our gains, we are forgetting that 
freedom is never permanently won. Every 
gain made, must then be gonstantly 
defended. 

We must never forget the lessons of the 
Reconstruction years. We made great 
gains then. We had U.S. Senators, Con-

system in which blacks will be assured of win- 
ning-a judgeship.

Some cities have had enormous job losses: 
New York lost 14 percent of its jobs in the sev- 
enties, Chicago, 18 percent, Philadelphiaand 
St. Louis, 20 percent.

From that point on, segregation and 
discrimination ruled tho lives of all Blacks 
in the United States. . 

Now that we. have,again reestablished 
some modicum of*civil rights, are we 
going to again lose them to racist 
opposition? 

If we ignore the history of the Recon- 
struction and ignore the lessons of the 
Martin Luther King era, we will be in for 
some’ rude awakenings. The forces of - 
racism never give up. As in the Recon- 
struction, they figure on the Negro, 
enjoying his gains and letting his guard 
down. 

This is the danger we face now. There 
are already evidences of our disinte- 
rest in the props that hold up the freedom 
we enjoy. 

The most dangerous sign is the 
increasifig decline of Black voters in elec- 
tions. We are not registering nor voting as 
we should. 

This was the beginning of our losses 
during the Reconstruction years. If we 
don't stop now and take an inventory of 
the positions we now occupy and the 
tools we have to not only defend these 
positions but to make even more pro- . 
gress, we can be in serious trouble a few 
years from now. 

We cannot rely upon the courts for pro- 
tection of our rights. This is our responsi- 

bility and we had better begin assuming 
it. The point of beginning is the ballot box. 


passed again, but he expressed the feeling 
that it will be more acceptable to Rhodes this 
time around.

The bill had its first, public hearing two 
weeks ago by the Senate Local Government 
and Urban Affairs committee of which Bowen 
is a_member.

By avoteof 72 to 
26, the House approved Am. Sub H:B: 66 
which authorizes: the formation of. regional 
arts and cultura! districts. 

Requested by the arts councils of the Day- 
ton-area, the bill would permit the new districts 
to ask voter approval of up to four property tax 
mills to finance artistic and cultural projects. 

McLin, in response to claims it would be 

“unwise to create 200 or more new taxing dis- 

_tricts in Ohio, noted that the legislation is per- 
missive, and that voters in new districts should 
be. allowed the right to determine if théy want 
to give higher priority to the arts. 

The measure was forwarded to the Senate 
for consideration. 


“high fiscal strain” and 28 face "moderate fis- 
cal strain.” And part of that strain is due to the 
continued movement of affluent families out 
of the city. 

HUD suggests cities lost $17 billion in tamily 
income from 1975 to 1977 because of this exo- 
dus of the affluent. All the while, central city 
poverty rates climbed. Despite signs of 
increased black movement to the suburbs, 
blacks are stiliiess-than six percent of the sub- 
urban population and nearly a fourth of the 
central city population. 

Part of the myth of the urban revival is that 
the cities have received hugh amounts of fed- 
eral-aid. But the HUD-report.shows.the aid is 
huge only because the mythmakers include all 
federal grants to all levels of government and 
transfer payments to all people eligible for 
them, whether they live in central cities or not. 

The truth is that the federal flow of funds to 
cities and their citizens is relatively modest, 
not nearly enough to solve the problems they 
face. 

The myth of the urban revival is part and 
parcel of the national indifference tothe cities 
and to the poor. It offers up- doctored figures 
and absurb optimism as diversions from the 
grim reality of black and urban poverty, 
joblessness and central city decline. 

HUD has performed an important service in 
marshalling the facts to counter the new myth 
that the urban crisis is Over. What is needed 
now is national commitment to restore 
troubled cities back to health. And that means 
moriey and programs to create urban jobs in 
the public and private sectors. The myth con- 
tains a kernel of truth -- that the cities can be 
restored to greatness. But it hasn't happened 
yet. And it won't without a serious, long-term 

national commitment to an urban revival.

Two years ago, Benjamin Holman, black, was director 
of the Community Relations Service. a civil rights oriented 
agency of the Justice Department; and John Buggs, also 
black, was staff director of the Civil Rights Commission.
